The government policy of freight 
assistance on fodder to drought 
areas of south-eastern Alberta has 
been revised and this year does 
not apply to any part of the 
County of Vulcan No. 2. The area 
designated is mufh smaller and is 
not as dry as in 1961 With the 
result that there is more feed 
within a shorter hauling distance. 
There Is no assistance on the 
movement of feed grains. 

Freight assistance on fodder is 
available to bonaflde farmers and 
ranchers whose livestock opera¬ 
tions are carried on within the 
following areas: Improvement Dis¬ 
trict No. 11, Improvement District 
No. 22, County of Forty Mile No. 
8, County of Warner No. 5 east 
of Range 15, Special Areas No. 2 
and 3 south of Highway 9. 

The maximum asistance in the 
1962 policy is reduced from $12 to 
$ per ton on not more than 50 
tons of feed. Last year it applied 
to 100 tons.

1. The Municipal Council of the 
Village of Arrowwood is hereby 
empowered and authorized to enter 
into such contracts for the con¬ 
struction or carrying out of the 
proposed sewage systems may be 
necessary; 

2. That for the purpose afore¬ 
said the sum of $32,650.00 be bor¬ 
rowed by way of debentures and 
the credit of and security of the 
Village at large, of which amount 
the sum of $14,522.00 is to be paid 
by the Village at large and the 
sum of $18,128.00 is to be collected 
by way of special assessment as 
herewith provided in the attached 
Schedule “A”. 

3. The debentures to be Issued 
under this by-law shall be for the 
said sum of $32,650.00, shall be 
dated the 1st day of September 
1962, or upon such date as may be 
appropriate having regard to the 
date of the borrowing of the 
money, shall be payable in twenty- 
five (25) annual instalments of 
principal on the 1st day of Sep¬ 
tember in each years 1963 to 1987 
inclusive, or on other day in each 
year as may be appropriate having 
regard to the date of the borrow¬ 
ing, the respective amounts of the 
principal maturing in each of such 
years shall be as nearly possible 
equal, the , annual installments 
being rounded off to the nearest 
$100.00 or multiple thereof. 

4. The debentures maturing in 
each of such years shall bear in¬ 
terest at the rate not exceeding 
six (6%) per cent per annum

8. There shall be levied and rais¬ 
ed in each year of the currency 
of the debentures hereby authoriz¬ 
ed the amount necessary to pay 
the interest falling due in such 
year on such debentures and in 
addition thereto the amount re¬ 
quired to pay any of such deben¬ 
tures which fall due in such year 
after applying the net revenues 
from the said system and the 
special assessment hereinafter pro¬ 
vided for by rate sufficient there¬ 
fore on all rateable property in 
the said Village and collectible at 
the same time and in the same 
manner as other rates. 

9. During the currency of the 
said debentures there shall be 
raised annually for the payment 
of the owner’s portion of the cost 
and interest thereon by special as¬ 
sessment; under the Town and 
Village Act, the respective sums 
shown as yearly payments on 
schedule “A” hereto attached, and 
there is hereby imposed on all 
lands fronting or abbutting on that 
portion of streets or places where¬ 
on the said sewer system is to be 
laid or benefitting therefrom a 
special assessment sufficient to 
cover the owners’ portion of the 
cost of the said work, and the in¬ 
terest thereon payable at the unit 
rate or rates as set forth in the 
said Schedule “A’' The said special 
assessment shall be in addition to 
all other Rates and taxes. 

10. The said indebtedness is con¬ 
tracted on the credit and security 
of the village at large, but as to 
so much thereof as is not to be 
paid by the Village at large, the 
Village is to collect the same by 
way of special assessment as afore¬ 
said.

At all clinics t Polio Vaccination will 
be given to all persons wishing it. 


— ADULT POLIO BOOSTERS — 

All adults who received the first three injections of poliomye¬ 
litis vaccine prior to and during the year 1958 are now due for 
their booster injection. These may be had free of charge at 
any of our Well Baby Clinics. 


These well-baby clinics are neld for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster. 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac- 
clnation taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.
